TERRITORIAL FINANCES. 


The fact that the funds at the dis- 
posal of the Northwest government are 
not keeping pace with the needs of the 
country is brought very closely home 
to everyone by the reduction of some 
$13,000 in the public works vote from 
that of last year, although the increase 

of settlement was held to warrant an 
increase in the number of the electoral 
districts from twenty-six to twenty- 
nine. At the same time the increase 
of public schools has rendered neces- 
sary a readjustment of the grants with 
a view to reducing the average expendi- 
ture per school or per pupil. It has 
been also found necessary to reduce the 
grant in aid to hospitals by $500, while 
the need for increased aid is very 
strongly felt. In small matters as well 
as large it has been found necessary to 
economize, if it can be considered 
economy to stint the expenditures for 
charity, for education and for public 
improvements in a country circum- 
stanced as thisis. Asis well known, 
under the scheme of confederation the 
people of each province receive a return 
of a part of the taxes which they have 
paid into the federal treasury for the 
purpose of carrying on their local govern- 
ment. In the case of the several pro- 
vinces this amount is based on certain 
fixed conditions and passes to them by 
statutory provision. The people of the 
Territories contribute towards the 
general revenue just as do the people 
of the provinces, but they do not re- 
ceive a return for local government 
purposes on the same fixed conditions, 
Nor has it been altogether desirable up 
to the present that they should. The 
recognized need of securing the 
development of the Territories by 
proper expenditures outside of the im- 
mediate requirements of the people al- 
ready here makes it desirable that the 
funds available should be proportionate- 
ly larger than under the terms 
of a provincial subsidy—that they have 
not been larger does not matter to the 
argument. Therefore from year to 
year parliament has voted an .mount to 
meet the expenses of government in 
the Northwest, which was increased 
from year to year toa greater or less 
degree as the circumstances seemed to 
require. That is to say parliament 
used to vote an increase yearly ; but 
apparantly it has ceased to doso. For 
the last two years the vote has _practic- 
ally been the same, while as everyone 
knows the needs by reason of increased 
population have increased in Northern 
Alberta at least 100 per cent. The 
increase here and elsewhere is what 
makes a like amount to that formerly 
at the disposal of the Northwest gov- 
ernment give proportionately smaller 
results. It must be clearly understood 
that just as it is the first duty of the 
assembly and its executive to see that 
the needs of the Territories are fully 
met, itis not less the duty of parlia- 
ment and the Dominion government 
towards the Dominion as a whole to see 
that the Northwest does not get more 
than its share, or in other words more 
than its needs. Therefore while it is 
the business of the Northwest execu- 
tive to make out its best case and put 
itself in its best position for getting a 
continual increase of subsidy, it is the 
business of the Dominion government 
to make out its best case and put itself 
in its best position for keeping down 
that increase to the lowest possible 
point, or on occasion turn it intoa 
decrease. 

As long as the present more or less 
flexible arrangement continues it is 
plain that the amount received from 
year to year by the government of the 
Territories must depend to a very great 
extent upon the manner in which the 
absolute needs of the Territories are 
placed before the Dominion goverment 
and parliament by the Northwest as- 
sembly and executive in their handling 
of the money already at their disposal. 
If the subsidy received. in a certain year 


is expended in a constitutional manner 
on objects of evident necessity and so 
as to produce good results, the hest 
possible case is thereby made out for 
such increase of subsidy as the circum- 
stances of the country require, as stated 
by the Territorial executive. But if 
on the other hand the money voted by 
the Dominion parliament onthe specific 
understanding that it is needed absolute- 
ly for roads, schools, etc., after be- 
ing specifically voted again for those 
purposes by the assembly, is taken by 
the Territorial executive for a purpose 
that is universally acknowledged to 
have been the proper work of the Do- 
minion, and is thereby withdrawn from 
the purposes for which it was originally 
intended, the natural inference is that 
the money can bespared from those pur- 
poses, That in fact they have been get- 
ting more than they needed in the past. 
And when this action is taken in viola- 
tion of the intent of parliament and the 
specific vote of the assembly, the case 
against an increase of subsidy for the 
Territories is made out as strongly as it 
well could be. If the Territories 
could spare 240,000 last year from 
ordinary purposes, as the executive have 
been at all pains to prove, and as the 
majority of the assembly practically 
agreed, why can it not spare $40,000 
next year as as well? 

For what reason are we so ready to 
economize in our road expenditures, 
school grants, and even hospital aid in 
the face of the most pressing need of 
an increase in all these amounts? Is it 
because the Dominion government was 
so lost to all sense of its obligations 
that it would have allowed a very large 
number of deserving but unfortunate 
settlers to starve last winter. If that 
were the fact—(there is not a title of 
evidence in suport of the statement as 
a fact)—and the assembly had deducted 
the necessary amount from its several 
ordinary expenditures for last year, and 
voted a specific amount for relief, it 
would have stood as an extraordinary 
expenditure and would not have pre- 
judiced our claims as to increased sub- 
sidy for the current year—indeed would 
have strengthened those claims. The 
executive of the day saw fit todo other- 
wise. Money that was intended for roads 
and schools was taken for relief works, 
and when the time for payment of the 
school and road money arrived it was 
not there and did not get there until 
the Dominion vote of the current year 
become available. When the assembly 
met at its recent session it had to vote 
estimates on a basis of $39,000 of an 
overexpenditure of last year, or in 
other wards had to do this year what 
it should have done last year had the 
necessity really existed. The difference 
in the position is that 1f the money had 
been voted by the assembly last year 
the assembly and the executive would 
have been in a position this year to 
show cause why it should be recouped 
and the grant for ordinary necessities 
increased. By expending the money 
without proper authority on the strength 
of an alleged understanding with a 
single member of the Dominion cabinet, 
which alleged understanding has not 
been fulfilled, they have been compel- 
led to shelter themselves behind the 
prestige of the Dominion government, 
and to place themselves in its hands. 
By doing so they have rendered them- 
selves powerless to enforce the claims 
of the Northwest for an increase of 
subsidy ; the proof of which rests in 
the fact that no increase was given. 
Twenty-seven thousand dollars of the 
amount voted last year was required 
for special purposes. The total vote of 
this year was practically the same as 
last year. They might have claimed 
that the $27,000 was to increase the 
amount for ordinary expenditure. They 
did not choose to de so. They specifi- 
cally claimed, and supported the claim 
by a letter from the minister of interior, 
that the amount was intended to par- 
tially repay the expenditure on relief. 
If their claim is admitted the fact 
stands that while we have received no 
increase of subsidy to correspond with 
the increase of our necessities, we did 
not even get the amount expended in 
relief recouped, being still short some 
$15,000. This is the actual and natur- 
al result so far of the policy adopted by

THE DELEGATES REPORT. 


At the town council meeting last night 
the following report of the delegates to Ot- 
tawa in regard toa bridge and railway ex- 
tension Was presented : 


Epmonxtox, Oct. 7th, 1895. 


To the Council of the 
Town of Edmonton. 


GENTLEMEN : 
mit for your information, the following re- 

rt of our visit to Ottawa, Montreal and 
Bante, regarding railway and 
matters of interest to the town and dis 
trict, which matters your honorable body 
was good enough to appoint us a delegation 
to attend to. 

Our first stop was at Winnipeg. Here 
we saw Mr. Chipman, commissioner of the 


Hudson’s Bay Co., and also Mr. Whyte, of 


the C. P. Railway Company, and discussed 
the object of our trip with them. Both 
were in favor of obtaining railway com- 
munication for Edmonton, and advised us 
to see Sir Wm. Van Horne before going to 
Ottawa. 

Mr. Chipman could not state on his own 
responsibility the exact assistance the H. B. 
Co. would give to a steam railroad, but 
could promise at least the right of way and 
ample room for stations, yards, etc., provid- 
ed the same run on H. B. Co., property. 
From Winnipeg we went direct to Montreal 
and the morning after our arrival had an 
interview with Sir Wm. Van Horne. The 
result of our interview, if not satisfactory, 
was definite. «Briefly Sir William said 

Ist. The C. P. R. would not consider any 
scheme which would bind their own or any 
other company after 1896, 


2nd. The C. P. R. would operate a line to 
the flat for freight and would not agree to 
main'ain the same. 

3rd. The C. P. R. would assist in build- 
ing = line, steain or electrical, by giving 
special rates on rails and all material used 
in construction or equipment and also allow 
our line to handle empty and loaded cars 
vide letter Oct. lst, 95. 

4th. Sir William thought the proposed 
spur line via Mill creek too expensive and 
roughly estimated the cost of the part 
through the valley alone at $80,000. 

After this interview we went to Ottawa, 
having arranged for an interview with Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell before his departure for 
the Northwest. 

The Premier admitted the importance of 
not asking the town to contribute anything 
towards the erection of a bridge. He was 
willing to transfer the sum voted or to be 
voted for this purpose toa company which 
would build a betlign as good as the one pro- 
posed. Nothing could be done until an- 
other vote was made, as the present sum in 
the estimates was conditional to the town 
contributing $15,000. The premier distinct- 
ly stated that the government would not 
build a railroad bridge, but as stated before 
would transfer the sam voted to any com- 
pany which might then erect a combined 
railway and traffic bridge. We also had 
interviews with Sir Adolphe Caron, Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tupper, Hon. G. E. Foster 
and Hon. T. M. Daly, and brought to their 
notice not only the bridge and railway 
matter, but the important and pressing 
question of the division of Alberta, both 

or judicial and political purposes, and a re- 

sident judge at Edmonton We called at 
the offices of the other members, but they 
were away from the city. We returned to 
Montreal and hadasecond interview with Sir 
Wm. Van Horne. 

Before going to Ottawa we heard that 
Hon. Mr. Ouimet was to pass through Mon- 
treal on his way to Cacouna, and it was ar- 
ranged that Father Lacombe should see 
him at the station. This was done with the 
result that very satisfactory assurances 
were given as to the erection of the bridge, 
and another interview at Ottawa arranged 
for. As Mr. Ouimet was to be away for 
some weeks, it was decided that Father 
Lacombe should see him alone and if ad- 
visable send for Dr. Wilson, who was to go 
to Toronto to interview the C. & E. railway 
people. At Ottawa Father Lacombe met 
the Hon. Mr. Ouimet, minister of public 
works, the deputy minister and the chief 
engineer. The minister of public works 
said that if Edmonton had not promised to 
assist in building the bridge it would have 
been built some time ago, and that if the 
government built the ‘bridge it would be 
built on site No. 2. 

In Toronto several interviews were had 
with Mr. Hammond and Mr. Osler, of the 
C. & E. Railway Company, and also in Win-

observations in order to bein position to 
make a full report as to the practicability of 
either a steam or electrical road between 
Edmonton and the station. Asa result of 
our interviews with the persons mentioned 
and others we are convinced that in the in- 
terests of the town, not only should the 
bridge be built, but railroad communication 
be had with the C. & E. railway line.

W. T. Jennings, late city engineer of To- 
ronto, who accompanied Mayor Wilson on 
his return, gave a verbal statement of his 
views on the bridge and railway matter. 
He very strongly favored actual railway 
connection rather than the temporary sub- 
stitute of an electric railway. His sugges- 
tion was the formation of 8 company to 
build a railway bridge and a railway line to 
connect the town with the C. & E. line, 
suitable grades being available for the pur- 

ose. The necessary aid to be made up (1) 
By the usual government grant per mile of 
line, (2) By the amount which the govern- 
ment would require to give for the construc- 
tion of a traffic bridge, and (3) An amount 
to be contributed by the town. This char- 
ter and the government aid could only be 
secured with the consent of the C. & E. Co. 
which holds a charter to Peace river. The 
council will hold a meeting with Mr. Jen- 
nings with closed docrs on Monday fore- 
noon. Mr. Jennings will probably start for 
home on Tuesday.

And whereas it is expedient to provide for the re- 
payment of the said principal eum by the creation 
of an equal yearly sinking fund. 

And whereas the total amount to be raised 
annually. by special rate for psvment of the said 
debt by means of a sinking fund as afbresaid, and 
the amount of interest thereon, is $330.00. 

And whereas the amount of the whole of the 
rateable property according to the last revised 
assessment roll is 2957,863.00. 

And whereas the amount cf the existing debt of 
the municipality outside of the debt due for the 
current expenses of the year, is $24,362.23, iacurred 
in respect of local improvements, and $24 700 00 in- 
curred in respect of permanent improvements, 
whereof no part is in arrear. 

And whereas the special rate on the dollar on the 
rateable property in the municipslity according to 
the last revised assessment roll required as being 
sufficient to pay the said interest and create the 
said equal yearly sinking fund for the payment of 
the principal is thirty-five one-hundredthe of a mill. 


Therefore the Mayor and Council of the Munioci- 
pallty of the Town of Edmonton in council assem- 
bled, enacts as foll0ws : 

1. This By-law to take effect on the 2nd day of 
September, 1895. 

2. The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow upon the credit of the Municipality the 
said sum of %3630.00, and may execute and issue 
debentures of the Municipality to that amount in 
sums of not less than $500.00 each, repayable within 
twenty years from the said second day of September, 
1895, with interest at the rate of six per cent. per 
annum, payable half-yearly ; such debentures to be 
payable at the office at Ednionton of the Treasurer 
of the Municipality, and to have attached to them 
coupons for the payment of interest. 

3. For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required to be raised annually for paying 
the said interest, and creating an equal yearly sink- 
ing fund to be set apart for the payment of the said 
principal sum of 3630.00, a special rate of thirty- 
five one-hundredths of a mi!lia the dollar over and 
above all other rates and taxes shall be levied, (in 
the same manner and at the same time as the gen- 
eral municipal taxes) upon the whole rateable 
property of the municipality in each year for the 
period of twenty years, being the period during 
which the said debentures will run and vithin which 
the debt created thereby is to be discharged 

4. Friday, the 30th day of August, 1895, between 
the hours of nine o’clock in the forenoon and five 
o’clock in the afternoon at the office of the Town 
C'erk, Edmonton, is hereby fixed as the day and 
hour and place for taking the votes of the electors 
for and against the By-law. 

5. A. G. Randall is hereby appointed as Returning 
Officer, and St. George Jellett, Deputy Returning 
Officer to take the votes at the said time and place. 

6. Friday, the 30th day of August, 1895, at the 
hour of six o’clock in the afternoon at the office of 
the Town Clerk, Edmonton, is hereby fixed as the 
time and place when and where the Returning 
Officer will sum up the number of votes given for 
and against this By-law.
